oil of which thn component part Is pe- -

l ti oleum, napthu or spirits of turpen-'tine- ,'

the words 'any oil of which the
component part Is pctioteum,' etc., are
held not to includo oils which consist
entirely of petroleum, otc."

"This Is a penal statute and must lie
strictly construed. If tho Legislature
Intended to Include pure spirits of tur-
pentine in the description in question,
it did not 4'jfllcltntly express Its Inten-
tion.

"The exceptions are sustained, the
sentence set jslde and the case remitted
to the Circuit Court with directions to
dischargo tho defendant."
